ths laws of the sovereign common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, punishable 
by a fine of three days' imprison- 
ment—at hard labor—in the house 
of coirection. 


This ancient law, enacted in 1682 


and never repealed, sets forth that: 


"Whosoever shall be convicted of 


gossip or lying in a conversation 
shall, for every such offense, pay a 
fine of one-half crown, or suffer 
three da.vs' imprisonment in the 
house of correction at hard labor." 


Adopted In 1693 


In 1G93 it was declared to be part 


of the fundamental law of the Prov- 
ince of Pennsylvania by King Wil- 
liam and Queen Mary of England, 
and in 1700 it was re-enacted by the 
grand council of the province. It 
:till stands on the statute books of 
the commonwealth. 


It is but one of the old laws, 


deemed necessary on their passage, 
which still remain as part of the 
code of Pennsylvania. 


Another interesting rule approved 


m the early days of the colony 
makes it a felony to kiss your wife 
or husband on the Sabbath. That, 
tco, is punishable by three days in 
the house of correction. 


Pennsylvania had lots of com- 


pany, however, as all the original 
colonies had the same restriction 
in their "Blue Laws." 


The ancient statute says that: 
"If a man shall kiss his sponse 
n the Lord's Day, commonly called" 
the/Sabbath, or a woman shall kiss 
tier husband on the 
Lord's Day.

they shall each be guilty of a felony 
and sentenced by a magistrate or a 
judge to spend a period of three 
days in the county house of correc- 
tion."

judges' lawyers and police officials 
about' the antigossip and antikiss- 
ing laws, it seems doubtful whetlier 
a person could be convictc-d even if 
a zealous policeman made an arrest 
for violation of the art. 


IMore String-ent Penalties 


In some of the original colonies' 


laws of the same nature were en- 
enacted with a much more stringent 
penalty. In 1656, the council, of 
providence plantations approved a 
law which read: 


"If any person above the age of 


14 shall wilfully make and puLiisn 
any lie, or shall gossip! the offsi.d- 
cr shall pay to the said Plantations, 
as it is a sin against God. for the 
first offense the sum of -10 shillings, 
for the second offense the sum of 
20 shi!l<*ijrs, and if unable to pay 
the fine, for the first offense shall 
rest in the public stocks ror one
